feeds

corn, 
middlings, 
ground oats, and a proten supple­ 
ment usually of tankage and linseed 


meal. 
A splendid ration to feed sows a c ­ 
cording to the swine men, is a mix­ 
ture of shelled corn, (>0 pounds; oats 
35 pounds; a n d tankage ;> pounds. If 
soy beans are 
available 
011 
the 
farm, 10 pounds o f beans m ay take 
the place of the tankage. Skim milk 
fed mornings an d evenings will also 
replace the tankage.
